Wnste—-Mniffsefetious I'ov the Fu- 
ture. 


The following from (ho TtuoUce Re- 


publican ia a reiteration of facts that 
the JOUEN-AL has published for several 
years, the truth of which no person can 
deny. This is something that capital- 
ists, looking for a good investment for 
their money, should look into, and Bono 
is the place to raaka such locations. 
The Republican BUJS: 


"What a splemditj water-power is in 


that stream." This remark was made 


i by an Eastern gentleman who waa pass- 
ing through this place on his return 
from the San Francisco Encampment. 
The stream referred to was the Truckee 
riTer. He certainty had ati eye for the 
utility 'of things and he probably lived 
in a portion of the country where a good 
water-power is as good as a yolil mine. 
The writer overheimng the remark, 
mentally agreed with the correctness 
thereof and at the same lima he won- 
deretV it the time \7Ould come when the 
clear, cool, and sparkling waters that 
rush along through the mountains, tum- 
olmg ovfcr rocks and boulders, tiiclesa 
nnd unceasing iu its flow, would be util- 
ized in tnrumg the wheels of industries 
to the full extent of its vast power, which, 
at the present time, only an infinitesi- 
mal portion is thua employed. In the 
'New England and eren the Western and 
Southern States, streams having Call 
sufficient for power, and contiguous to 
railroads are valuable, aucl their privil- 
eges are used from soaroe to outlet to 
turn the wheels of immense factories. 
Manufacturing on the Pacific Coast is 
only iu its infancy, bnt ia time there 
will no doubt be created industries new, 
and as extensive as anywhere in the 
•world. When that time comes, the 
river whose turbulent waters, pan be 
heard to rour from out open windows, 
will be demanded in the production of 
wealth- For a distance of forty miles 
along the stream could water power be 
obtained scarcely unec^ualad 
iu 
tha 


world, aud a hundred mills ov factories 
oould be operated on its banks. 
Borne 


day in the future will witness these, we 
are certain. A bright and industrious 
futre is in store for this part of the 
country. 


The question has been Buggflsted that 


a woolen mill might be made to pay 
liere even now. Nearly, or quite, a half 
million pounds of wool is raised in this 
•vicinity. It is not marketed here now, 
it ia true, but it oould be mudo to eomt. 
here if a mill for its manufacture was es- 
tablished. The suggestion is certainly 
worthy of thought, and the attention ot 
capital ought to be called to this means 
of invebtuieut. 


We liotica that there ia au increasing 


demand for wood pulp iu the manufac- 
ture of paper. Conldn't some of our 
mill man add this branch of industry to 
their establishments. Or, better btill, 
could not a. regular paper mill be made 
to pay somewhere along the Trucked 
river? IE not now, perhaps in the fu- 
ture. 


Cotton raising is receiving attention 


in the interior valleys of the State. There 
ia no reason why it bhould uot be hiic- 
cossfnUy cultivated in large quantities. 
If that is ever done, could it uot be 
manufactured more cheaply by water 
power in the mountains than anywhere 
else in the State? Freights would have 
to be lower than at present. If cotton 
raised in Carolina can ba successfully 
manufactured ia Masstiehuasetts, -why 
could not cotton raised in Tulars be 
made into cloth up bore? Perhaps all 
this may seem visionary, but still it is 
in the realms of possibility. Stranger 
things than th«t have happoaod. Who 
can tell what the future will bring forth? 
We look to see Truckee a large manu- 
facturing center within the next half 
century.
